which the orators of the senate clashed 
;fnd every moment increased in Interest 
until the climax was reached In Sena- 
tor Wood's dramatic prophecy that the 
democratic party would meet defeat in 
the next election because of its pro- 
posed action on the liquor question, 
the majority of the upper house suc- 
cessfully voted down all amendments 
to-the platform option bill offered by 
the minority and passed the measure 
by a vote of 25 to 21. 


Two democrats, Senators Milton T. 


McCarty, of Frankfort, and Francis C. 
Tllrjen, of Greencastle. bolted 
from 


their party's ranks and opposed the 
measure. Senator Edgar purre, re- 
publican. EvanEville. cast his vote for 
the amendment on the. ground of con- 
sistency with his former votes on^this 
question. The remainder of the vote 
was in strict party alignment. 


Figuratively tearing the veil, as he 


asserted, from "the handwriting on the 
wall" Senator Wood, in an impassioned 
address, declared the passage of the 
act will spell the final defeat of tho 
democratic, party in Indiana- 


Three times the minority members 


introduced amendments to the bill, 
striking at practically all the objec- 
tionable phases which they assert are 
Incorporated In the law. and each time 
the majority machine rode down the 
efforts. Personal allusions were inter- 
mixed with debates upon general li- 
quor 
policies. 
The history of the 


problem from Its Inception was un- 
folded. 
Bitter discussion concerning 


the constitutionality, the fairness and 
the democracy of the law. called the 
noted speakers of the upper house into 
the argument. At no period In the ses- 
sion was there a noticeable weakening 
In the attacks and counter attacks of 
cither side.
